Now we all know that PSSA is world- 
famous - drop that petrol bomb 

McLintock! - but seriously, when 

we received a member from Czechoslovakia, 
well that's really something. We were so 
fascinated with the letter from our 

Czech friend, Stano Hatala that we 

are sure you would like to share 

it, so here goes: 


"Dear Mrs. Smith, 

I thank you very much 
for your letter and the magazines. I 
am sorry that I did not write to you 
earlier, but your letter of the 23rd 
of April only arrived here on the 
20th of May. I am writing to you 
because I would like to let you 
know what the photographic scene 
in Czechoslovakia (CSSR) is like. 
If you feel that some of this might 
be interesting you are welcome to 
publish it in News and Views. Please 
correct all my mistakes though for 
I am afraid my grammar is not good. 


Firstly let me tell that there are 
many photographers in CSSR with many 
very active clubs which produce some 
very artistic photography. There 
are in fact organised photographic 
clubs and cultural centres in every 
city. In Czechoslovakia there are 
actually two photographic associations. 
In Bohemia (Czech) we have ZVAZ 
CESKYCH FOTOGRAFOV in Prague and in 
(Slovakia) is the ZVAZ SLOVENSKYCH 
FOTOGRAFOV in Bratislava. (Union 
of Slovak photographers). They are 
young unions. Photoclubs are 
financed by the Government or by 
plants. (We presume this ts 
'compantes'). Photographic clubs 
do not have entrance fees or subs. 
Members have financial and material 
support. Our photographers are very 
active in sending prints to National 
and International Salons. In 
Czechoslovakia we also have many 
international salons. Three salons 
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take place every second year, these 

are INFOTA, VITKOVICE and ZENA. Over 

and above these, we have an annual one 
called FOTOFORUM. All salons are up to 
May, June. Next year in January, February, 
will be the International salon ZENA/ 
WOMEN. As soon as I have information, 

I will inform the PSSA of the dates 

and entry fees. It is a pity, but 
Czechoslovakian photographers do not have 
available to them means of sending 
entrance fees out for International 
Salons, although many have sent entries 
to South African Salons and have had 
several successes. 


A number of our clubs are nonetheless 
quite well-known around the world, such 
as Fotoklub Tatra, Fotogroup EPOS, FOMATON, 
Fotogroup SIX and from Slovakia, 
Fotogroup GENERACIA 74, of which I am a 
Member. Our group permanently exhibits 
in our mini-gallery and we also have 
prints from many well-known photographers 
from all over the world. In September, 
our group GENERACIA 74 will hold our 
“ANNUAL EXHIBITION IN THE GARDEN." 

The prints will be experimentally 
arranged in a garden and after the 
exhibition is over, they will be shown 

in a display in the city streets. 


The situation here for amateur photographers 
is not terribly good. In Czechoslovakia 
one never sees films or paper from 

either Kodak or Illford. This is a great 
pity for they are the best. Cameras 

such as Nikon, Mamita and Leica are 

also very expensive. 


On the other hand, there is the good as 
well. Anyone wishing to be trained as 

an amateur photographer receives his 
training free. Lecturers are not allowed 
to charge for lessons. 


National exhibitions are organised in 
this manner; In each district an 
exhibition is held. The winning prints 
are sent on to regional exhibitions. 
The winners here are again sent on to 
the Slovak and Czech National 
exhibitions in specific categories. 
From these exhibitions, complete slide 
series are produced and made available 
so all Czech photographers will see 
all the accepted prints. 


Here there are courses in Nature, 
photo-journalism, experimental, 
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imaginational and figure photography 
freely available. Czechoslovakia 

is very beautiful and abounds with 
nature, so no small wonder that most 
Czech photographers concentrate on 
this type of work. There is also a 
special exhibition just for nature 
work. 


If any PSSA members would like to 
write to me, I would be happy to 
answer any questions they may have 
and I will be pleased to reply. 


Thank you for your kindness and perhaps 


soon I will send you some of my work.

On every Photographers bookshelf 

you will find books on photography. 
Nothing unusual about that, but 

let's be honest, that's usually where 
they stay, after having been read 

or perhaps only glanced at once. Many 
"Books on Photography' seem to fall 
foul of too much generalising with 
too little set out for practically 
application. That is of course unless 
it is a book on a specific aspect of 
the hobby. (Although even some of 
those fall short.) We have just 

come across one that we reckon is 

the best ever, in fact the pages 

will probably wear out before it 

gets a chance to gather dust. The 
book we are refering to is: 
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THE BOOK OF PHOTOGRAPHY 


How to see and take better pictures 


by 
JOHN HEDGECOE. 


Also sub-titled "The complete guide 
to becoming a better photographer", 
the book frankly leaves us gasping 
with its presentation alone. 


It's a large volume, (some 256 pages) 
full of ‘Readers Digest' type easy- 
to-follow diagrams and magnificent 
line work. The mass of colour 
photographs have the quality of 
Time-Life publications and are in 
themselves works of art. The book 
just looks good, the minute you 
pick it up. Open it up and you will 
find that under 13 chapter headings 
it covers no less than 99 aspects of 
photography, plus a useful glossary, 
and index. 


It's all there, from basics, history 
of the camera, arranging food 

for effect or seeking impact and 
atmosphere to chromatic aberration 
effects and colour distortion. 


It is in fact a complete do-it-your- 
self photographer. The flyleaf shows 
£8.95, so we guess it might be 

around R17 to R18,00. 


John Hedgecoe, the author is 
Professor of photography at the Royal 
College of Art. He is acknowledged 
internationally and has amongst 
other things supplied most major 
international journals with his work 
such as Harpurs, Vogue, Nova, Life 
and Paris Match to name but a few.

Here, in this book are hundreds of such 
visual statements. The book teaches you 
timing techniques, lighting, where the 
action is, in fact a whole host of 
things even down to the Markets for 
action photography. 


In part two, there are chapters on 
"how to' photograph just about every 
action sport you can think of, motor 
racing, sky-diving, water ski-ing, 
boxing and of course rugby, to name 
but a few. It tells you where to be 
for those critical shots and just 
which lenses suit best, also, the 
best film/developer combinations to 
use.

DIVISIONAL REPORTS. 


Now that we have the Congress programme 
firmly fixed in our minds, it is my 
pleasure to bring to you the Divisional 
Reports we have to hand:- 


MOTION PICTURE DIVISION 


This Division has gone from strength 

to strength during the past year. Three 
circulars had been posted to all cine 
club members in Southern Africa of which 
there are now 850, offering various 
services. Unfortunately very few of 
these services on offer have been used 
up to now but they will still be of- 
fered in future. 


The film library has grown by a number 
of additional films from the 1975 "S.A. 
Ten Best". A film on Cine Titling has 
been obtained on permanent loan from 
Letraset. These films are all obtain- 
able through the Film Librarian. The 
film "Reach Out" has been removed from 
the library and been presented to the 
UNICA Film Library. We obtained some 
films from the UNICA library in 1975 
for showing in South Africa and will 
do so again in 1976 for Congress '76 

as well as a tour of S.A. major centres 
afterwards. 


On the International front, contact 

has been made with the Amateur Cine Fede- 
ration in U.S.A., Canada, England, 
Germany, Austria, Switzerland and 
Australia. A film exchange will be 
started shortly with some of these coun- 
tries using some of our library films. 
Personal contact with various members 

of the UNICA committee as well as the 
English IAC committee members were made 
while on business trips to Europe. 
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An additional national amateur film fes- 
tival with eight categories is being 
organised in conjunction with the S.A. 
"Ten Best" Competition. Special 

accent is placed on the 'Teenage' cate- 
gory with special prizes donated by 

H. Platow & Co. national distributors 
of CANON Cameras. A new judging 
system designed by Paul Monk of Ama- 
teur Cine Club will be used and there 
will be a good balance between amateur 
and professional judges. The response 
from teenages for this competition 

is very good so far and I hope and 
trust that all clubs and their members 
will encourage teenages to make films. 


M.P.D. is heavily involved in the 

1976 P.S.S.A. "Congress '76" which 

is being organised by the Camera Club 
of Johannesburg with M.P.D. assisting 
with the Cine program. With Rudi 
Erasmus's help, we have managed to 
arrange for the Editor of Movie Maker 
magazine to come to S.A. for the 
Congress '76. Tony Rose will arrive 
in time to be on the final judging 
panel of our film festival and is 
being brought to S.A. by H. Platow 

& Co., the national distributors 

of CANON cameras. Congress '76 

will give Cine the brightest exposure 
it has ever had at any Congress. 

The Cine theme at Congress '76 will 
be "Sound". We will be covering all 
the aspects, artistic and technical 
and the accent will be educational. 
Well known lecturers include Tony Rose, 
Lee Marcus, John da Silva, Don Briscoe 
and Lionel Selwyn. In addition there 
will be two evening programs of films, 
Movie Maker “Ten Best" and the S.A. 
"Ten Best" plus some UNICA films. 


REGIONAL DIRECTORS REPORT 


During the past year this division 

was very active and achieved a lot 

in the photographic world of our 
Society. It was of great value to 

its members, especially in the field 
of forming regions where clubs and 
members will co-operate more in their 
photographic activities. The holding 
of Regional Congresses and competitions 
in the near future, will definately be 
to the benefit of all members. Re- 
gional representatives were appointed 
in most regions and others will still 
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be appointed. It is always a problem 

to get somebody willing enough to do 

the job correctly. On average, the 
representatives reported quite frequently 
but most of them did not find the time 

it seems, to report. 


Most of the clubs reported a loss in 
membership, and give the reason to T.V. 
Other clubs again reported a boost in 
membership. We must not always blame 
TV, but should look at our own doorstep. 
(Do we give enough to members?) 


TV or not, this division was also in- 
strumental in the forming of new clubs 
at Sasolburg, Umtata, Maclear, Heidel- 
berg, Warmbaths, Sishen, Pongola and 
Richards Bay. Most of them are going 
well and I also judged some of their 
entries which was of a very high stan- 
dard. They all will be members of 

this Society and the membership of most 
were received. 


Officiating at the Central Photographic 
Association of O.F.S. annual competition, 
the President Mr. Luckhoff and myself 
were pleasantly surprised with the good 
spirit among fellow members. 


Photography will definitely progress 
through the working of Regions and al- 
though regions only started a few 
months ago, all activities point to the 
betterment of photography. 


Germiston had an excellent Mini-Con- 
gress and it is a pity that so few 
clubs in the Transvaal attended this 
meeting. From Cape Town and P.E. we 
had no news regarding regional activi- 
ties, although Cape Town started off 
in their own Club building. In the 
Natal, Ozzie Radford is organising 

the Natal region and a good report 

was received, apart from the fact that 
some clubs also reported a loss of 
membership. 


Through this Division, the Slide-Tape 
Division was suggested and is now a 
fully fledged division of P.S.S.A. 
which will be of great value to members 
and clubs in the future. 


It was a pleasure and an honour to 
serve photography in this Division 

and I made many a friend in doing my 
duty. If the board vote me in to con- 
tinue in this Division, I will gladly 
do so to help members and clubs to 
enjoy their Photography . 
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RECORDED LECTURES REPORT 


Report of the Recorded Lectures 
Division for the year ending 30th June 
1976. 


It is my pleasure to submit the Twenty- 
first Annual Report of the Recorded 
Lectures Division. 


During the year there was a change 
in the chairmanship of the Division 
and this disrupted the service to 
the Clubs. This had the overall ef- 
fect of cutting down the number of 
bookings made for the year as all 
the lectures were out of circulation 
for a period of 3 - 4 months. At this 
stage I am happy to report that the 
division is again functioning as it 
should. 


Several of the older lectures need 
to be updated and this is a major 
problem that will have to be solved 
during the coming year. There are 
also two new lectures which require 
tape recordings before they can be 
put into circulation. 


Quite a few new lectures have been 
added to the library during the year 
for which thanks must go to the fol- 
lowing: 


1. Camera Club of Johannesburg for 
donating 3 lectures (Around the World 
with P.S.A. 1970, 1971 and 1972). 


2. P.S.S.A. for organizing a competi- 
tion from which two new lectures were 
obtained (Mounting and colour dye 
retouching by J.P.S. and The Polarizing 
Filter by Frank Verschooren) and also 
for the purchase of Around the World 
with P.S.A. 1975. 


3. To Mr. Frank Verschooren for the 
donation of his lecture Contre-Jour 
Photography. 


4. To Germiston Camera Club for all 
the work done on the compilation of 
the Republic Roundabout 1976. 


Finally I would like to pay tribute 
to the past chairman of this division 
Mr. Lionel Bevis. Lionel has kept 
this division active for the past 
twenty years, and I'm sure that a 

lot of the clubs all over the country 
will join me in congratulating him 
on a job very well done.

SLIDE TAPE DIVISION 


At last we have reached the stage where 
we have our own division in our Society. 
Through this division we will keep all 
those interested in this medium informed 
of the latest developments; to list all 
competitions, local as well as Inter- 
national; to set a draft for advancement 
in clubs; to encourage members and to 
get specialist articles on this medium; 
etc. For Clubs who add this medium to 
their normal activities, they will 

find that it not only will give their 
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members a new goal to work for, but 
will draw much more outside interest 
of people who will most likely become 
members of the Club. 


We will also help you by having the 
slide-tape features judged by compe- 
tent judges and this division would 
also like to share ideas and projects 
and possible future competitions 

with its members. We can only make 

a success of this if you participate. 
A slide-tape competition for next 
year at Congress 1977 in Welkom, has 
already been scheduled by the Congress 
committee, for which we thank them. 

It is planned to have this competition 
as a Regional Slide-tape competition. 
In other words, clubs will compete 
against each other in their Region, 
and the winner in every Region will 
compete at Congress. The closing 
date for the regional slide-tape 
competition is set for 3lst August, 
197-73 


Will Club committees please take 
notice of this and start the ball 
rolling in getting their Club Series 
made which must be the work of at 
least three club members. At this 
stage we are looking for group-series, 
as there are Salons for the individuals 
to compete in. Try it, and you will 
find that a group effort will raise 
the spirit of your Club. The slide- 
tape feature can be on any subject. 
The time to have categories will 

come at a later stage. 


To get back to the individual member 
of a club, let us take a look at a 
proposed promotion rules for advance- 
ment: 


Points to be calculated as follows: 
International Salon acceptance : 6 
points; National Salon acceptance 
5 points; Certificate of Merit : 4 
points; Gold Award : 3 points; 
Silver award : 2 points ; Bronze 
award : 1 point; 


1 Star (Beginners) : All beginners. 


2 Star (Intermediate) 4 points with 
a minimum of 1 Gold. 


B (SCL he dievesatesite ccs : 8 points with a 
minimum of 2 Gold PLUS 1 Salon acp. 
4 Star ..cseecsee 11 points with a 


minimum of 3 Gold PLUS 3 Salon acp. 
D Star. ccdejeakes 3 : 16 points with a 
minimum of 4 Gold PLUS 6 Salon acp. 
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The Salon acceptances accumulate, but 
each Salon acceptance must be a different 
feature, or one that has been changed 
completely from its original. Clubs 
annual points to this can be added as 
they find necessary for the members 
annual points. 


N.B. This is only a proposal and after 
discussing it with your committee and 
members, please let us know of your 

ideas and any changes you would like 

to see. Here we have a new division 
where we can start right off by working 
on a uniform basis of points and advance- 
ment. Please let me know as soon as 

you possibly can so that we can start 
working. 


In the next issue of Image or under 
separate circular, the first article 
sent to us by Sir. George Pollock, will 
be published. The rules for entering 
slide-tape in competitions will also 
be published as well as the rules for 
double-projection. 


F.I.A.P. has set up new recommendations 
for standardisation of presentation 

of Diaporamas (dual projection), includ- 
ing a method of making out the cue-sheet. 
As soon as this is received, a copy 


of the rules will be sent to you. Please 


note - Only Clubs who notify this divi- 
sion that they are interested in the 


slide-tape division, will receive future 
circulars, as we don't want to go to 


the unnecessary expense of making extra 
copies. 


Sir George Pollock will be one of the 
v.I.P.'s at Congress this year in 
Johannesburg and has written to me that 
he and Lady Doreen Pollock are booked 

to do a one-day workshop on making slide/ 
sound sequences. So it is to your 
benefit if you can attend that day at 
least during congress. 


I am also looking forward to hearing 
from any volunteers to help in this 
division. For a start we need a slide- 
tape Manager in every Region. I don't 
know all the workers in Clubs interested 
in this medium, so I can rely only on 
your voluntary help in notifying me 

that you will undertake this position. 
We don't want to keep this division as 

a one-City-committee running the affairs, 
so it is up to you to let us hear from 
you. 
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It is also the intention to have at 
least a quarterly Newsletter of this 
Division which will be sent out to the 
clubs registered with us, the Slide- 
Tape Division. 


For those interested, here is your 
first International Competition news: 


The first full-scale International 
Festival to be held in Britain, is 

the London Festival of Diaporama, 
which is being held from the 9th to 
12th December, 1976. It is organised 
by the Royal Photographic Society with 
the active support of Kodak Ltd. and 
Rank-Audio Ltd. The closing date is 
18th October, 1976. If you would like 
to have an entry form, please let me 
know immediately. The subjects are:- 
a) Tourism, Documentary, Natural

Dear Sir, 


With reference to your letter of 
21st July 1976 I gladly offer the 
following guidelines and code of 
conduct laid down by the Department 
in regard to the taking of photo- 
graphs or cine pictures on railway 
premises. 


Firstly the Railways have nothing to 
hide and I can assure you that unless 
there be some legal objection toa 
particular person, no one will be 
unduly restricted. Normally permis- 
sion to take photographs or make films 
will only be withheld for strategic 
reasons or in cases where the person 
in question would be endangered, or 
if Railway employees are impeded in 
the performance of their duties. 


The taking of photographs or cine 
pictures on Railway property normally 
accessible to the public, or from 
any place outside Railway property, 
cannot be prohibited. On Railway 
Property that is not normally access- 
ible to the general public it is, 
however, subject to written consent 
and indemnity by filling in the usual

We at Germiston were most impressed by Paul Monk's article on the problems of 
judging and on the ingenious solutions he offers. Our grateful thanks to Paul for 
all the painstaking research. It has enabled our committee to evolve a scheme we 
feel is very practical, using the suggestions outlined. 


Without apparently harming the system, we reduced the ‘film-making-aspects' to ten, 
and by permitting 'ticking-in-the-line' for pro-rata values, nine variations are 


now available instead of five. 


At a trial judging session (12 judges) a most conclusive and happily agreeable re- 


sult transpired. 


A glance at our judging form below may be of interest. 


The form provides for:- Name, address, film-title, format, frame-speed and competi- 
tion, and is useful for club statistics as well as judging. The form finally re- 


turns to the competitor. 


There are 10 columns of 'film-making-aspects'* against which are 5 rating assess- 


ments ranging from POOR to EXCELLENT. 


The judge is asked to 'tick' a square in the column concerned against the assess- 
ment he chooses, and as the weighting allows for this, he may ‘tick-on-the-line' 


for a pro-rata value if he wishes. 


The judge is not required to sum-up the ticks, nor to give a percentage mark. 


Constructive comment can be offered on the obverse side of the sheet if desired. 


The computing staff apply the factors and each judge's totals are arithmetically 
compared to 'place' the competitor with precision. 


The places so found are added and the minimum summation of these reveals the highest 


(and so on) place for the competition. 
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Should two places show a tie, mark-counting will then decide these two particular 
places. 


*The judge will interpret the ‘aspects' freely and to his own satisfaction.

SAFETY FIRST ?? 


With the current disturbances in Northern Ireland, the role of the news 
photographer is naturally made both difficult and dangerous. If armed 
action at a certain point during the hours of darkness, a"riot shield" 
containing four flash bulbs can be placed in a strategic position during 
the day;the bulbs can be fired by remote control from a safe distance 

by the photographer, who can then employ a camera with a telephoto lens. 


Infrared can be used but there is normally a visible deep red flash 
accompanying it. This can easily lead to trouble for the photographer. 
The employment of the Electronic telescope/camera therefore offers a much 
safer proceedure, and the performance of such devices has now been raised 
to a very impressive level. As an example; in a recent article a 
photograph is shown which was taken from a distance of 500 feet on a 
moonless night. It is said that objects of low contrast, only 18 inches 
across, can be detected by this instrument at a distance of 1000 feet. 

If their contrast is high, the distance of detection is much higher, at
